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The  President’s  Transmitter 

As  the  old  year  was  passing  on  December  31st,  I was  reminiscing  with  our  guest, 
Nineteen  Forty-six,  at  our  home  at  East  Gate.  Our  thoughts  turned  (naturally  enough) 
to  Essays  and  Proofs.  He’d  heard  me  say  many  times  during  the  year  how  important  it  is 
to  know  more  about  them — to  catalog  when  they  were  made,  by  whom,  how  many  were 
made,  and  how  many  are  held  by  philatelists. 

But  now  he  suggested  that  the  Transmitter  would  be  a fine  way  to  inform  our  mem- 
bership of  another  phase  of  this  project  that  is  well  worth  exploring.  He  thought  we 
might  well  interest  the  other  members  of  our  families  in  searching  through  books  and  maga- 
zines printed  in  the  early  nineteenth  century  for  engravings  made  by  the  same  men  who 
engraved  the  dies  for  our  early  banknotes  and  stamps. 

Forty-six  walked  over  to  the  bookshelves  and  took  down  a well  known  book  that  had 
belonged  to  my  Dad.  He  opened  it  and  read:  “Behold  I have  graven  thee  upon  the  palms 
of  my  hands;  thy  walls  are  continually  before  me.” 

“That,”  remarked.  Forty-six,  “is  from  Isaiah  XLIX,  16,  and  you  will  note  from  this 
Commentary  that  it  is  an  allusion  to  the  Eastern  custom  of  tracing  on  the  hands  sketches 
of  important  cities  or  places,  then  rubbing  them  with  powdered  henna,  or  cypress,  to  make 
the  marks  permanent.  That  passage  might  be  translated  to  mean  ‘Zion  will  always  be 
remembered  by  Jehovah.’ 

“This  custom  continued  until  recent  times  among  pilgrims  to  Jerusalem.  It  was  usual 
for  them  to  have  their  arms  marked  with  designs  of  the  city.  The  artists  who  did  this 
first  cut  these  designs  on  wood.  The  arm  was  dusted  with  powdered  charcoal,  then  the 
design  impressed  on  the  arm.  Then  two  needles,  tied  together,  were  dipped  in  an  inky 
solution,  and  small  punctures  made  along  the  lines  of  the  design  Impressed  on  the  arm. 
I'he  pilgrim  always  had  with  him  a remembrance  of  Jerusalem.” 

Old  Forty-six  took  down  another  book  from  the  shelf — the  Atlantic  Souvenir  of  1830. 
He  called  my  attention  to  the  Frontispiece,  an  engraving  by  Asher  Brown  Durand.  The 
subject,  entitled  The  IVife,  was  from  a painting  by  Samuel  F.  B.  Morse,  Inventor  of  the 
telegraph.  Samuel  Morse  himself  has  been  the  subject  of  two  engravings  with  which  mil- 
lions are  familiar — his  portrait  in  the  “Famous  Americans”  series  of  U.  S.  stamps  issued 
October  7,  1940,  and  the  3c  stamp  issued  May  24th,  1944,  commemorating  the  first  tele- 
graph message  transmitted  by  Morse  in  1844  from  Washington  to  Baltimore.  In  January 
1919  an  essay  (537CE)  for  a 3c  Morse  stamp  was  also  partly  engraved  but  not  Issued. 

Morse  is  best  remembered  now  for  his  contribution  to  science,  but  his  painting  of  a 
familiar  home  scene — he  reading,  she  listening — inspired  a fine  engraving.  Asher  Durand 
himself  did  not  confine  his  talents  to  engraving — his  paintings  of  General  Jackson,  Henry 
Clay,  and  the  heads  of  many  presidents  are  famous.  The  whole  family  interests  us.  His 
Brother,  Cyrus  Durand,  is  responsible  for  the  beautiful  lathe  work  that  surrounds  the 
portrait  vignettes  of  Franklin,  Washington  and  Jefferson  on  the  U.  S.  stamps  of  1861. 

There  are  human  interest  stories  that  ought  to  be  told  back  of  every  engraving  and 
every  engraver — Rawdon,  Wright,  Hatch,  Edson,  Toppan,  Carpenter,  Casilear,  Gavlt, 
Pease,  Ourdan,  Marshall,  Thurber,  Ronaldson,  Nichols,  Rost,  Durand,  Smillie,  Jones, 
Earle,  Skinner,  Bald,  Cunningham,  Girsch,  Delnoce,  Sealy,  Steimle,  Savage,  Seymour,  Ellis 
and  many  others.  As  Forty-six  took  his  leave,  he  urged  me  to  sound  the  call  to  our  entire 
membership  to  search  through  the  old  books  and  dusty  magazines  for  this  fascinating 
material.  The  field  is  barely  touched,  discoveries  thrilling.  The  stories  of  these  artists 
who  have  contributed  so  much  to  our  enjoyment  should,  like  their  works,  be  engraved  on 
our  memories. 

As  midnight  came.  Forty-six  took  his  leave,  the  Ramsey  Church  bells  rang,  and  we 
here  said  Happy  New  Year  to  one  another — and  so  I say  it  now  to  you  all.  Let’s  enlist  the 
aid  of  the  whole  family  in  1947  in  hunting  for  the  stories  behind  our  F.ssays  and  Proofs — 
about  the  men  who  provided  the  subjects  for  these  works  as  well  as  the  designers  and 
engravers.  Happy  hunting  in  the  New  Year!

So  far,  there  is  no  record  of  any  essays  nor  proofs  of  the  Anglo-Boer  War  issues 
(1899-1902),  those  interesting  products  of  a stirring  period  in  South  Africa’s  history (^). 

Two  reasons  may  account  for  that;  one  is  the  fact  that  the  large  majority  of  these 
issues  are  overprinted  “provisionals.”  Even  if  there  have  been  “trial  impressions”  of  the 
overprint,  they  do  not  seem  to  have  been  preserved.  Another  reason  is  the  fact  that  the 
few  “original”  issues  were  produced  by  advancing,  or  retreating,  or  by  besieged  forces 
somewhat  in  haste.  Such  extraordinary  conditions  did  not  allow,  generally,  much  time 
and  care  for  fastidious  essaying  and  proofing. 

A likely  exception  always  appeared  to  be  the  set  of  the  three  blue  Mafeking  Siege 
stamps  (Scott’s  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Nos.  178  to  180),  which  were  produced  in  the  course 
of  a lengthy  and  monotonous  siege.  Yet  even  of  these  stamps  no  essay  nor  proof  material 
came  to  light  for  nearly  half  a century.  It  is  only  now,  with  this  article,  that  an  endeavor 
is  made  to  put  on  record  a recently  uncovered  essay  and  a plate  proof  of  these  Mafeking 
“Blues.”  In  addition,  a few  details  about  the  full  original  photograph,  part  of  which  was 
used  for  the  design  of  the  blue  jp  stamps,  will  not  be  out  of  place. 

^ 1,  Tlie  Essay  of  tlie  ‘‘Bicycle’’  Stamp 

The  set  of  the  blue  Mafeking  stamps  consists  of  a ip  “Bicycle”  stamp  and  two  3p 
“Baden-Powell”  stamps.  The  two  3p  stamps  are  of  different  size,  a small  one  (Scott’s 
No.  179)  and  a large  one  (Scott’s  No.  180),  while  the  ip  “Bicycle”  stamp  is  listed  only 
in  a large  size  (Scott’s  No.  178). 

H owever,  a small-size  ip  Bicycle  stamp,  similar  in  size  to  the  small  Baden-Powell 
stamp,  had  also  been  in  preparation  and  a sheet  was  actually  printed  in  this  small  size.  But 
it  was  never  “passed”  for  issue.  Here  is  the  full  story  and  description  of  this  “essay” (^) 
of  a small-size  Bicycle  stamp: 

When  stocks  of  Cape  and  Bechuanaland  stamps  became  exhausted  in  the  besieged 
Mafeking,  it  was  decided  to  manufacture  the  most  urgent  denominations  locally.  En- 
graving was  naturally  out  of  question  in  the  small  besieged  place.  So  a photographic

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(“ferro-prussiate”)  process  was  decided  upon,  which  had  previously  been  quite  successfully 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  locally  issued  £i  Siege  Notes  (paper  money). 

The  3p  denomination  with  the  small  Baden-Powell  portrait  was  the  first  manufactured 
by  this  photographic  process;  it  was  issued  on  April  7,  1900.  The  size  of  this  stamp  con- 
formed more  or  less  to  the  standard  size  of  the  stamps  previously  issued  in  Mafeking. 

Tlie  Submitted  EDesigii 

As  a ip  stamp  was  also  in  urgent  demand,  a design  or  essay  was  prepared  and  sub- 
mitted by  Dr.  Will  Hayes,  who  was  a medical  officer  on  Baden-Powell’s  staff.  The  design 
showed  one  of  the  young  siege  postmen  delivering  mail  on  his  bicycle.  The  boy  was 
Sergeant-Major  Goodyear  of  the  Cadet  Corps.  The  taking  of  his  photograph  was  quite  a 
•complicated  matter,  as  Capt.  (later  Col.)  H.  Greener  tells  us  in  “Stamp  Collecting 
May  18,  1929: 

“ . . . We  got  him  posed  for  a photograph  in  the  road,  as  though  riding  a dispatch  in  rather  an  un- 
steady position  with  the  down  pedal  resting  on  a stone.  Just  as  all  was  ready,  the  enemy  landed  a big  shell 
within  a very  short  distance  from  where  the  group  was  standing,  which  upset  the  show.  As  the  shelling 
continued  and  made  that  neighborhood  unhealthy,  the  performance  was  postponed  until  the  shelling 
stopped.  . . ” 

Dr.  Hayes  retouched  and  obliterated  unnecessary  details  on  the  negative  thus  obtained, 
as  for  instance  the  background  of  houses  and  the  stone  support.  He  then  took  a print 
from  this  negative  and  drew  the  frame  design,  the  scrolls  and  the  inscriptions  around  the 
photo  picture. 

This  design  was  accepted  in  all  its  details  without  much  ado  by  the  Military  authorities, 
represented  by  Lieut.  Col.  Lord  Edward  Cecil,  the  Military  Postal  supervisor,  and  by 
Maj.  A.  J.  Godley  and  Capt.  H.  Greener.  It  might  be  mentioned  that  the  Civil  Post- 
master, J.  V.  Howat,  was  in  charge  of  ordinary  “counter”  duties  only.  The  accepted  de- 
sign was  handed  over  to  D.  Taylor,  a photographer,  who  was  the  official  “printer”  of  the 
stamps. 

Tbe  Mamafactiare  of  the  Small  Essay  Copies 

Mr.  Taylor  took  first  a “reduced”  photo  of  the  accepted  design.  From  the  negative 
thus  obtained  (which  one  could  call  “the  master”  in  analogy  to  the  engraving  process), 
12  prints  were  made  and  pasted  on  a sheet  of  cardboard,  arranged  in  3 rows  of  4.  Mr. 
Taylor  photographed  this  arrangement,  thus  obtaining  finally  by  contact  a 12  subject 
negative  glass  plate.  A contact  print  was  made  from  this  negative  on  “blue-print”  paper 
and  thereafter  washed  and  developed  m a similar  way  to  an  ordinary  photo  print. 

Thus,  the  first  sheet  of  Bicycle  stamps  was  created,  consisting  of  12  “small”  stamp 
pictures.  It  turned  out  to  be  an  “essay”  only.  For,  when  the  authorities  examined  the 
sheet,  they  did  not  approve  it,  as  the  details  were  too  minute  and  did  not  show  well. 

Mr.  Taylor  was  therefore  instructed  to  produce  sheets  of  larger-size  stamps.  The 
enlargement  was  a simple  photographic  technic,  and  the  large  Bicycle  stamps  became  the 
definite  issue  (Scott’s  No.  178). 

Incidentally,  the  issue  of  the  large  Bicycle  stamps  led  also  to  the  change  of  the  Baden- 
Powell  issue  to  the  larger-sized  one.  When  the  authorities  found  that  the  large  ip  stamp 
showed  up  well,  they  decided  that  the  higher  3p  value  should  certainly  not  be  of  smaller 
dze.  So  they  stopped  the  production  of  the  small-sized  3p  Baden-Povrell  stamp  and 
switched  over  to  the  manufacture  of  the  large  3p  stamp ('^).  Both  stamps,  the  large  ip 
Bicycle  stamp  and  the  large  3p  Baden-Powell  stamp,  were  issued  on  April  10.  1900. 


(•‘?)This  was  tlic  only  reason  for  the  issue  of  the  larije  Haden-l’owell  stainrs,  as  the  late  sieue  post- 
master, ).  flowat,  confirmed  to  me  in  a letter.  Several  writers  have  sui^ested  that  a break  of  the  glass 

plate  was  the  reason,  whicli  is  not  correct.  The  break  occurred  later  uith  the  second,  the  large  size, 
negative. 
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JOetails  of  tlie  Essay 

According:  to  the  information  I received  from  the  late  A.  I'homas,  who  was  on  the 
Postal  staff  and  a telegrapher  during  the  siege,  only  4 copies  of  the  sheet  of  the  12  small- 
size  Bicycle  essays  were  retained  for  reference,  ^^’hile  the  other  eight  were  destroyed. 

Mr.  Th  omas  himself  owned  one  of  the  essays,  and  a brief  statement  of  this  fact  has  been 
made  in  the  course  of  a small  article  about  some  other  problem  which  appeared  in  “Stamp 
Collecting,”  July  28,  1934,  p.  409.  However,  not  being  a philatelist,  he  denoted  it  as  a 
“proof,”  which  is  not  the  correct  philatelic  term  for  it  according  to  the  foregoing.  This 
copy  is  now  in  my  collection.  What  happened  to  the  other  three  essays  also  supposed  to 
have  been  retained,  is  not  known  to  me.  My  essay  is  a typical  “reference”  copy,  from  the 
left  top  corner  of  the  sheet  and  showing  portions  of  the  adjoining  stamps  at  right  and  at 
bottom. 

I'he  essay  is,  of  course,  untrimmed,  imperforate  and  ungummed.  In  striking  contrast 
to  the  normal  stamp  which  measures  19.5x24  mm.,  the  size  of  the  essay  design  is  only 
15.5x19.5  mm.  Its  color  is  a dull  grayish-blue.  That,  incidentally,  did  not  permit  a 
suitable  reproduction  for  this  article.  Anyway,  except  for  the  small  size,  its  design  is 
similar  in  all  details  to  the  design  of  the  normal  stamp.  A notable  charcateristic  of  this 
essay  is  the  vertically  “laid”  lines  of  the  paper.  All  Alafeking  blue  stamps  actually  issued 
show  the  paper  horizontally  “laid.”  This  essay  is  “plain”  and  has  no  so-called  “heavy  bar  at 
top”  which  is  normally  a characteristic  on  every  stamp  from  top  rows  of  the  Bicycle  stamps. 

2»  The  Plate  Proof  of  the  Bicycle  Issiae 


I'here  are  proofs  in  existence  from  a plate  proof  sheet  of  the  large  Bicycle  stamp 
which  have  also  not  been  previously  recorded  . 

I acquired  a pair  from  such  a “proof”  sheet  recently.  Its  former  owners  did  not 
recognise  its  true  status  and  had  denoted  it  merely  as  an  “uncatalogued  imperforate  pair.” 
However,  when  I scrutinised  it  I became  convinced  that  it  could  not  be  anything  else  but  a 
pair  from  an  actual  plate  proof.  Here  are  some  details  in  support  of  my  contention: 


Pair  of  Plate  Proofs  of  the  Large  Size  Bicycle  Stamp.  (Enlarged  l.o). 

The  pair  is  from  the  left  top  corner  of  the  sheet  and  shows  the  sheet  margins  large 
and  in  an  untrimmed  state.  It  is  ungummed  and  imperforate  and  represents  quite  appar- 
ently the  printing  stage  when  the  photographer-printer.  Air.  Taylor,  had  completed  his 
task.  It  did  not  receive  the  “final  touches”  at  the  printing  works  of  Alessrs.  Townshend  & 
Son.  Usually,  stamp  sheets  were  sent  over  in  the  last  stage  to  this  printing  shop,  where 
Air.  Whales  (the  editor  and  printer  of  a daily  siege  newspaper  “The  JMafeking  Alail”) 
completed  the  job  by  trimming,  gumming  and  perforating  the  sheets,  under  control  of 
Lieut.  Col.  Lord  Edward  Cecil. 

I'he  sheet  from  which  my  “plate  proof”  pair  was  cut,  was  obviously  not  sent  over  to 
the  printing  works,  but  kept  back  for  reference  in  its  original  state.  Otherwise  the  pair 

(4)S.  G.  Rich  sug.eests-  (loc.  cit.,  p.  219)  that  a bicycle  stamp  illustrated  in  Melville’s  book  “The 
Postage  Stamp  in  War”  under  No.  113,  might  possibly  be  something  like  a “proof,”  owing  to  certain 
peculiarities.

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shows  all  the  characteristics  of  the  first  normal  printing,  including  the  typical  heavy  bar 
covering  the  top  part  of  the  stamp  designs.  Its  shade  is  a clear  prussian-blue. 

It  was  originally  sold,  many  years  ago,  by  IVIessrs.  H.  R.  Harmer,  London,  the  well- 
known  stamp  auctioneers,  who  had  listed  it  as  “variety  imperforate.”  Whether  there  are 
any  other  copies  of  the  proof  sheet  still  in  existence,  I could  not  find  out. 

Tlie  Fliotograpli  used  for  tlie  Design 
of  tlie  Baden  ^Powell  Stamp 

^'he  design  of  the  3p  Baden-Powell  stamp  was  composed  by  Capt.  H.  Greener  in  a 
similar  fashion  as  Dr.  Hayes  did  in  the  case  of  the  Bicycle  stamp.  For  the  center  design 
Capt.  Greener  used  the  head  portion  of  a large  photograph  of  Baden-Powell  which  Mr. 
Taylor  had  taken  a few  months  earlier.  This  design  was  also  accepted  without  any 
alteration. 

The  very  first  printing  of  the  Baden-Powell  stamp  (in  the  small  size)  was  considered 
satisfactory,  and  became  forthwith  a definite  issue.  Thus,  there  could  not  have  been  much 
in  the  way  of  “essaying”  as  far  as  the  Baden-Powell  stamps  are  concerned. 

The  only  known  material  having  some  sort  of  connection  with  the  early  experimental 
stage  of  the  Baden-Powell  stamp  seems  to  be  the  mentioned  large  photograph  of  Baden- 
Powell,  of  which  a few  rare  copies  are  still  in  existence.  As  it  is  a kind  of  “antecedent” 
of  the  stamps,  it  falls  within  the  scope  of  this  article  and  a brief  description  of  it  may  be 
of  interest  here. 

The  complete  photograph  measures  9p2  x'  inches  and  shows  Baden-Powell  in 

full  length.  He  is  seen  wearing  his  riding  breeches  and  gaiters,  and  also  riding  gloves 
reaching  to  his  elbows.  In  his  right  hand  he  holds  field-glasses,  while  the  left  hand  rests 
on  a cane.  This  photograph  also  clears  up  what  always  appeared  to  be  a strange  anachron- 
ism in  the  stamp  picture.  On  the  stamps,  Baden-Powell  appears  to  have  a “Sam  Browne” 
belt  across  his  chest;  but  such  a belt  was  introduced  only  many  years  later.  The  full 
original  photograph  proves  that  this  “belt”  is  just  an  ordinary  strap  carrying  the  binocular 
case. 

The  photograph  is  reproduced  in  a book  of  siege  pictures  entitled  “Souvenir  of  the 
Siege  of  Mafeking,”  which  was  published  by  Sir  W.  C.  Leng  & Co.,  Sheffield  (England). 
This  book  is  now  very  rare.  All  rights  have  been  reserved  by  Mr.  Taylor  and  the 
publishers,  so  that  a reproduction  of  the  photograph  had  to  be  omitted  here. 


Plate  Proofs  of  tlie  Baden-Powell  Stamps 

The  fact  that  the  Baden-Powell  stamps  were  produced  in  a similar  style  and  fashion 
to  the  Bicycle  stamps  gives  us  reason  to  believe  that  in  all  probability  plate  proofs  were 
kept  of  them  for  reference,  just  as  they  were  kept  in  the  case  of  the  Bicycle  stamps.  For  all 
we  know,  such  proofs  may  be  in  some  collection,  unidentified  as  to  their  true  status  and 
labelled  as  mere  “imperforate  varieties,”  as  actually  happened  with  the  proof  pair  of  the 
Bicycle  stamps. 

H ere  is  the  chance  for  some  fellow-philatelist  to  uncover  another  plate  proof  right 
among  his  own  treasures  and  thus  to  contribute  his  bit  in  the  inspiring  task  of  collating  all 
existing  essay  and  proof  material. 


1870  Sale  of  a Miilreadv  Proof 

At  the  first  stamp  auction  sale  that  ever  occurred,  either  in  America  or  Europe,  held 
from  6 to  9 P.  M.  on  May  2cS,  1870  in  New  ^"ork  “in  the  elegant  rooms  of  Messrs. 
Leavitt,  Stubeigh  & Co.”  . . . “an  original  proof  of  Mulready’s  envelope  design  on  large 
India  paper  sold  for  $3.25.”  Extracts  from  the  American  Journal  of  Philately  of  May  20, 
1870  submitted  by  our  member  W.  Parsons  Fodd  and  reprinted  in  Stamps,  Sept.  28,  1946*

T.'he  illustration  on  our  front  cover  is  a reproduction  of  the  frontispiece  of  a pamphlet 
recently  found  in  the  Rare  Book  Department  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  It  is  a specimen 
of  the  engraving  of  Keatinge  Ball,  engravers  of  the  Confederacy,  and  is  what  we  usually 
call  a business  or  trade  card.  It  was  printed  on  book  paper,  in  two  colors. 

I'his  pamphlet,  of  some  25  or  30  pages,  has  upon  its  title  page  the  following  words: 
Remarks  / on  the  / Manufacture  of  Bank  Notes,  / and  other  / Promises 
TO  Pay.  / Addressed  / to  the  / Bankers  of  the  Southern  Confederacy.  / Columbia, 
S.  C.:  / Steam  Power-Press  of  F.  G.  DeFontaine  & Co.  / 1864.  There  is  no  name  of 
author  or  publisher  anywhere,  and  but  for  the  name  of  Keatinge  & Ball  on  the  illustra- 
tion one  would  have  no  inkling  of  its  origin.  However,  on  the  cover  of  this  copy  there  has 
been  written  by  hand  “Keatinge  & Ball,”  and  under  this  name  the  booklet  is  listed  in  the 
card  catalog. 

Written  in  an  elegant  literary  style,  it  discusses  in  broad  and  general  terms  the  subject 
matter  of  the  title,  and  touches  a little  upon  the  history  of  “promises  to  pay,”  promises 
often  unfulfilled  (and  sadly  prophetic  of  the  promises  it  was  printing  for  the  Confederacy!). 
It  is  divided  into  chapters,  but  without  chapter  headings,  and  one  of  these  is  devoted  to  a 
discussion  of  lithography  as  contrasted  with  engraving  on  copper  or  steel.  The  following  is 
an  interesting  extract  from  this  chapter: 

“Lithography,  or  the  art  of  printing  on  stone,  has  of  late  years  become  extensively  used  in  various 
ways.  Its  simplicity,  its  easy  adaptation  to  every  variety  of  pictorial  representation,  its  cheapness,  the 
facility  of  reproducing  or  multiplying  itself,  has  rendered  it  a most  useful  addition  to  printing  processes, 
and  a formidable  rival  to  the  more  ancient,  but  more  perfect,  art  of  engraving  on  copper  and  steel. 

“There  are  three  departments  of  lithographic  production  which  are  all  in  general  use,  and  are 
totally  distinct  from  each  other,  having  each  its  peculiar  merits  and  facilities  for  supplying  the  wants 
of  the  public.  The  first  is  used  exclusively  for  pictorial  purposes,  from  the  rough  caricature  to  the 
highly  finished  and  artistic  historical  picture.  The  admirable  chalk  drawings  of  Julien  Lemercier,  of 
I’aris,  the  gorgeous  chromo-lithographs,  are  familiar  to  all.  This  branch  of  the  art  affords  fine  scope  for 
artistic  talent,  and  possess  a peculiar  charm  for  all  lovers  of  the  picturesque,  and  has  been  brought  to  a 
high  point  of  perfection  by  its  disciples  in  France  and  England. 

“Second.  Engraving  on  stone  is  found  useful  principally  in  the  production  of  typographical  maps, 
book  illustrations,  scientific  diagrams,  labels,  etc.;  it  is  practised  chiefly  in  Clermany,  where  it  has 
mostly  superceded  engraving  on  steel  and  copper.  It  is,  however,  incapable  of  highly  finished  pro- 
ductions, and  the  attempts  at  pictorial  representations  are  feeble,  flat,  and  altogether  wanting  in  effect. 

“Third.  This  branch  of  lithography,  which  is  nearly  dependent  on  the  efforts  of  the  steel  engraver, 
and  has  been  in  vogue  for  many  years,  principally  in  England,  and  of  late  introduced  to  this  country, 
where  it  has  met  with  very  great  success,  is  simply  the  transferring  of  impressions  of  engraved  plates 
to  stone,  and  printing  from  the  transfer.  The  enormous  multiplying  power  of  this  mode  will  readily  be 
percei\ed  by  the  reader,  on  being  informed  of  the  fact  that  an  engraved  steel  plate  will  print,  say, 
twenty-five  thousand  copies,  and  each  one  of  these  impressions  will  yield,  when  printed  by  a careful 
hand,  six  thousand.  This  branch  of  the  business  is  devoted  mainly  to  v\hat  is  technically  called  “com- 
mercial work,”  such  as  bank  checks,  bills  of  exchange,  promissory  notes,  and  all  the  blank  documents

required  in  commercial  transactions.  Notwithstanding  the  cheapness  and  utility  of  this  method  of  repro- 
duction, it  carries  upon  its  face  the  inevitable  stamp  of  inferiority,  and  has  never  been  brought  into 
requisition  by  banks  of  issue  in  this  country  for  their  notes  of  circulation.”

Some  of  the  notes  issued  by  the  Confederacy  were  produced  by  lithography  and  some 
were  printed  from  engraved  steel  plates.  Of  the  latter,  those  with  the  imprint  of  Keatinge 
& Ball  are  among  the  best.  As  examples  of  their  work  there  may  be  mentioned  the  follow’- 
ing:  for  the  Confederate  States  Cjovernment,  the  bicolored  $500  note  of  1864  with  a 
portrait  of  the  great  Confederate  leader  Stonewall  Jackson,  who  had  already  fallen,  a 
beautiful  and  popular  note;  the  issues  for  the  State  of  Florida  of  1863  and  1864,  partly  in 
red  and  cjuite  attractive:  the  Missouri  Defense  Bonds,  in  tlie  form  of  bank  notes,  with  the 
State  seal  similar  to  that  used  on  th.e  St.  Louis  postmaster’s  provisionals,  the  "Missouri 
Bears’’:  and  several  notes  for  the  Mechanics  Savings  Bank,  of  Atlanta.  Ga..  and  for  the 
Georgia  Savings  Bank,  of  Macon,  (da.,  all  fine  notes  in  two  colors.  An  interesting  feature 
of  several  of  these  notes  is  the  use  of  vignettes  copied  from  the  current  hank  notes  en- 
graved by  northern  firms.  I'he  method  of  copying  or  reproducing  these  vignettes  is  an 
interesting  subject  for  study. 

While  Keatinge  & Ball  did  not  engrave  any  of  the  stamps  of  the  Confederacy,  tliey 
nevertheless  printed,  in  1864.  additional  cpiantities  of  Scott’s  Nos.  21  i ami  212  from  en- 
graved plates  that  had  been  made  by  Archer  iS:  Daly,  of  Richmond.  \ a.,  stamps  witli  the 
profile  portrait  of  Jefferson  Davis. 

"File  portraits  on  the  business  card  illustrated  are  those  of  President  Jefferson  Davis 
and  \"ice-I^resident  Alexander  H.  Stephens,  d'he  low  er  vignette  seems  to  he  b'ort  Sumpter, 
after  bombardment  and  surrender.  fi\ing  the  ('onfederate  Hag.  In  the  blank  spaces  of  the 
plate  there  is  engraved  a fine  iliamond  shaped  network,  wliich  is  printeil  in  a light  orange 
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American  liaiik  Xote  (’o.  Hank  Note  dated  June  1st,  18(i0. 
The  Cotton  Field  Vignette  was  Cdpyriohtod  in  1851.

Caribou  Issue  of  Newfouedlaed  1919 


Twelve  Stamps  Frodaced  From  Only  Two 

Secondary  Dies 

By  Winthrop  S.  Boggs 

In  1919  Newfoundland  decided  to  commemorate  the  exploits  of  the  Newfoundland 
Contingent  in  World  War  1,  by  issuing  a series  of  stamps. 

Designs  were  submitted,  by  invitation,  and  two  were  chosen,  both  by  J.  H.  Noonan, 
Cashier  of  the  Customs  Department  at  St.  John’s.  The  designs  depicted  a Canadian 
Moose,  and  a Caribou  respectively.  I'he  phrase,  “Trail  of  the  Caribou”  was  originated 
hy  Lt.  Col.  Nangle,  Roman  Catholic  Chaplain  of  the  Royal  Newfoundland  Regiment.  ITe 
original  badge  of  the  Newfoundland  Regiment  consisteil  of  the  head  of  a Caribou  over  a 
ribbon  \\ith  the  inscription  “Neu  foundland.”  It  was  adopted  before  the  first  contingent 
sailed  October  4,  1914. 

After  the  design  was  accepted  the  J^egislative  Assembly  appropriated  the  sum  of 
$50,000  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  new  stamps.  Accordingly  the  designs  were  sent  to  the 
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stamp  contractors,  Whitehead,  IVIorris  & Co.,  Ltd.,  of  London,  Eng.  In  May  191^  proofs 
in  green  and  purple  were  submitted.  The  final  design  combined  the  best  features  of  the 
two  original  suggestions,  so  that  the  head  is  a composite  of  the  Moose  and  the  Caribou. 

The  accepted  design  may  be  divided  into  two  main  types.  Those  with  the  inscription 
“Royal  Naval  Reserve — Ubique”  (That  is  “everywhere,”  in  honor  of  the  sailors  as  the 
little  Dominion  lost  more  sailors  in  the  war  than  all  the  rest  of  the  British  Empire!)  ; and 
those  with  the  inscription  “Trail  of  the  Caribou”  and  the  name  of  the  engagement  com- 
memorated. 

The  “Ubique”  group  includes  four  denominations,  viz: — 2c,  5c,  8c,  and  12c;  while  the 
“Trail  of  the  Caribou”  group  includes  the  remaining  denominations,  namely: — ic,  3c,  4c, 
6c,  IOC,  15c,  24c,  and  36c.  One  of  the  curious  facts  about  these  stamps  is  that  every  stamp 
on  the  sheet  will  show  some  variation  from  every  other  stamp  on  the  sheet.  The  idea 
that  every  stamp  was  retouched,  or  that  the  inscriptions  were  hand  cut  on  each  subject  of 
the  plate  is  hardly  credible  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  stamps  were  made  in  1918,  when 
there  w’ere  many  mechanical  methods  of  producing  stamps  more  quickly  and  accurately 
than  hand  cutting  each  subject. 

Ordinarily  a master  die  wmuld  have  been  made,  and  tw^elve  secondary  dies,  one  for 
each  denomination.  In  this  case  however,  in  addition  to  the  master  die  only  TWO  second- 
ary dies  w*ere  made!  One  wfith  “Royal  Naval  Reserve,”  and  the  other  with  “Trail  of  the 
Caribou”  inscribed  on  the  ribbon. 

We  illustrate  herewith  a die  essay,  in  black  on  thick  white  wove  paper,  of  the  “Trail 
of  the  Caribou”  secondary  die.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  denomination,  and  the  name  of 
the  engagement  is  lacking. 

PTom  the  tw’o  secondary  dies,  transfer  rolls  w^ere  made  and  the  plates  were  laid  down. 
Each  plate  consisted  of  100  subjects,  arranged  in  ten  row’s  of  ten. 

After  the  plates  had  been  transferred  they  w’ere  coated  wfith  wax,  or  a similar  sub- 
stance, and  placed  in  a pantographing  machine.  The  denominations  and  lower  inscrip- 
tions were  then  PANTOGRAPHED  ON  EACH  SUBJECT  OF  THE  PLATE!  When 
the  pantographing  had  been  done  the  exposed  surface  of  the  steel  plate  was  then  etched, 
and  the  plates  finished  for  printing. 

This  unusual  method  eliminated  the  cost  of  ten  secondary  dies,  as  well  as  at  least  one 
transfer  roll.  It  also  obviated  the  danger  of  transferring  the  wrong  denomination  to  any 
one  plate,  because  of  the  similarity  of  the  designs.  In  passing  we  might  say  that  the  plates 
cost  $225.00  each. 

This  method  of  producing  a series  of  similar  designs  is  rather  unusual  but  not  unique. 
We  might  point  out  that  the  1882  Issue  of  Argentine  Republic,  Scotts  I ype  A23,  and  the 
1871  designs  of  Hyderabad,  Scotts  Type  A3,  as  other  examples  of  pantographed  plates. 
The  entire  subject  of  Pantographed  plates  for  line  engraved  stamps  is  a field  for  further 
investigation  by  students,  and  w’e  venture  to  say  that  the  answers  to  a number  of  perplexing 
problems  lies  in  the  study  of  this  type  of  plate  production.

1902 ‘“1929  Printings  of  Their  Classic 

Essays  & Proofs 

By  Clarence  W.  Brazer,  D.Sc. 


Since  publication  of  the  article  by  this  title  in  the  October  E.  P.  Journal  No.  12,  our 
attention  has  Keen  directed  to  some  Correspondence  from  P.  Bond  published  in  the  London 
Philatelist  for  February  and  March,  1929,  entitled  “British  Colonial  Die  Proofs,”  from 
which  is  quoted  in  part  the  following  facts: 

“Mr.  Heath  [of  Perkins,  Bacon  Sc  Co.]  gives  it  as  his  opinion  that  no  original  Die  Proofs  without  value 
can  be  in  existence  as  it  was  not  the  practice  of  the  firm  to  puli  proofs  of  dies  until  they  were  completed.” 

“Mr.  Heath  adds  that  practically  all  original  Colonial  Die  Proofs  were  in  black  and  printed  before 
i860:  he  only  remembers  one  in  colour,  that  being  of  South  Australia,  which  is  still  [1929]  in  his  possession.” 

“In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  emphasise  that  I am  referring  to  Die  Proofs  [Essays]  only,  not 
Plate  Proofs.” 

Why  he  does  not  mention  the  undefaced  proofs  from  Plate  I Early,  I do  not  know. 
Mr.  Bond’s  further  remarks  refer  to  those  prints  from  “defaced  dies,  or  with  value  labels 
blank,”  which  we  have  classed  as  Essays  as  explained  in  Journal  No.  12.  It  is  important 
to  note  that  he  states  that  there  were  only  three  printings — 1902,  from  the  plates  as  illus- 
trated, of  the  1919  single  die  proofs  only  two  of  each  color,  and  1929  final  printing,  black 
and  blue  only  known  to  us.  That  of  the  1902  printing  on  three  papers  (Bond’s  A,  B & C) 
not  more  than  three  prints  of  each  color  were  made  on  each  paper;  and  of  the  1919  multiple 
printing,  not  more  than  six  prints  in  each  color  were  made  on  each  paper.  We  have  seen 
these  1902-1929  printings  on  9 different  papers,  or  card,  and  believe  that  Mr.  Bond’s  infor- 
mation was  not  complete.  The  cataloging  in  Journals  No.  ii  and  12  should  be  revised 
accordingly.  He  gives  detailed  lists  of  those  he  had  seen,  naming  all  colors  of  each  design, 
of  Tasmania,  New  Zealand,  South  Australia,  New  South  Wales,  Victoria,  Barbados, 
Queensland,  Ceylon,  Western  Australia,  Newfoundland,  Trinidad  and  Turks  Islands. 
Bond’s  Newfoundland  listing  mentions  only  each  value  with  “Rate  of  postage  erased  and 
space  left  blank”  in  eight  colors  (we  have  not  seen  his  deep  green)  on  plain  white  paper. 
We  have  not  seen  any  that  conform  to  this  description.  He  apparently  had  not  then  seen 
the  many  other  varieties  that  we  have  seen  and  cataloged  in  this  Journal. 

“(A)  Impressions  from  defaced  dies  in  black  and  various  colours  on  card  and  various  white  papers,  also 
on  papers  watermarked  broad  Star  and  small  Star.  In  each  case  the  value,  or  rate  of  postage,  has  been 
erased  and  the  space  filled  in  with  lines  or  patterns,  and  in  some  cases  the  name  of  the  Colony  has  been 
erased  and  the  space  filled  in  similarly. 

“(B)  Impressions  from  defaced  dies  in  black  and  various  colours  on  card  and  various  white  and 
coloured  papers,  and  on  white  paper  watermarked  “special  postage  paper  London”  in  double-lined  sans- 
serif  capitals.  In  each  case  the  value,  or  rate  of  postage,  has  been  erased  and  the  space  left  blank.  In  some 
cases  other  portions  of  the  design  have  been  erased  and  left  blank. 

“(C)  Impressions  from  the  dies  of  the  head  and  central  background  in  black  and  various  colours  on 
white  and  coloured  card,  on  various  white  and  coloured  papers,  on  paper  watermarked  small  Star,  and  on 
white  paper  watermarked  “special  postage  paper  London”  in  double-lined  sans-serif  capitals.” 

“The  explanation,  which  I give  with  the  authority  of  Mr.  J.  Dunbar  Heath,  F.  R.  P.  S.  L.,  IManaging 
Director  of  Messrs.  Perkins,  Bacon  Sc  Co.,  Ltd.  relates  to  the  two  printings  which  e.xast.” 

“The  first  printing  was  in  1902,  and  consisted  of  specimens  submitted  privately  by  Messrs.  Perkins, 
Bacon  Sc  Co.,  Ltd.  from  which  were  to  be  selected  reprints  of  defaced  dies  for  use  on  a philatelic  society’s 
invitation  cards  and  dinner  menus.” 

“The  actual  defaced  reprints  used  on  the  menus  often  had  the  date  of  the  dinner  printed  in  the  value 
tablet  after  the  rate  of  postage  had  been  erased,  and  in  any  case  these  can  be  identified  as  they  are  on  very 
highly  glazed  card  with  a pure  white  shining  surface.” 

“Those  used  on  the  invitation  cards  apparently  have  practically  all  been  destroyed  as,  after  exhaustive 
enquiries  amongst  those  connected  with  the  Society,  and  others,  I have  only  been  able  to  locate  one  invitation 
card.” 
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“Should  .'iny  survive  and  the  prints  on  them  be  cut  out  and  ofifered  for  sale  they  can  easily  be  identified 
as  they  are  on  thin  white  card  of  good  quality,  whereas  the  few  specimens  on  card  amongst  those  submitted 
for  selection  were  on  thick  white  card  of  a somewhat  coarse  quality.”

“As  the  quantities  of  specimens  printed  for  selection  may  be  of  interest,  1 am  able  to  give  these  through 
the  kind  assistance  of  ^Ir.  Heath,  who  has  been  good  enough  to  devote  much  time  to  the  elucidation  of  the 
facts  regarding  the  numbers  printed.” 

“Probably  less  than  half  of  the  total  originally  printed  [1902]  now  survive,  therefore  the  existing 
numbers  must  be  very  small.” 

“Of  those  referred  to  as  being  on  [a]  thin  hard  white  paper  only  three  copies  were  printed  of  each 

specimen  in  black  and  three  copies  in  each  of  the  colours  named.  Specimens  in  other  colours  may  exist  on 

thin  white  paper,  but  there  would  not  be  more  than  three  copies  of  each.” 

“Of  those  referred  to  as  being  on  [d]  thick  white  paper  only  three  copies  were  printed  of  each 

specimen  in  black,  and  three  copies  in  each  of  the  colours  named.  Specimens  in  other  colours  may  exist  on 

thin  hard  white  paper,  but  there  would  not  be  more  than  three  copies  of  each.” 

“Of  the  Queensland,  Registered  type,  only  three  copies  in  black  and  three  copies  in  each  of  the  nine 
colours  listed  were  printed  on  paper  watermarked  small  Star.” 

“With  the  exception  of  the  series  referred  to  below,  which  comprises  the  [1919]  second  printing,  the 
exact  number  of  prints  on  the  other  papers  and  card  cannot  be  given  definitely,  but  the  maximum  number 
can  be  stated  definitely.” 

“Of  some  specimens  only  one  print  was  made  in  black  and  each  of  the  colours  named  ; of  others  two 
or  more  prints,  but  in  no  case  were  there  printed  more  than  six  copies  of  any  specimen  in  black  or  in  any 
one  colour.  Specimens  in  other  colours  in  addition  to  those  which  I have  seen  may  exist,  but  the  maximum 
number  of  prints  of  any  specimen  on  the  paper  or  card  described  is  six  in  any  one  colour  or  in  black,  even 
if  they  all  survive.” 

“As  originally  printed  [1902]  there  was  one  combination  on  paper  of  seven,  details  of  which  I gave 
in  my  previous  letter  ; there  was  another  combination  of  thirteen  on  paper,  one  of  three  on  card,  and  one  of 
six  on  card.” 

The  1919  Single  Dies 

“Another  printing  of  some  of  the  specimens  was  made  in  1919,  under  the  following  circumstances.” 

“A  dealer  had  informed  IMessrs.  Perkins,  Bacon  & Co.,  Ltd.  that  his  firm  was  being  much  troubled  with 
forgeries  of  their  old  Colonials,  and  as  evidence  showed  some  very  dangerous  examples.” 

“In  order  to  protect  the  firm’s  customers  and  to  assist  in  detecting  these  forgeries  when  stamps  were 

submitted  for  opinion,  he  asked  if  he  might  be  furnished  with  proofs  of  those  dies  which  were  still  in  the 

possession  of  Messrs.  Perkins,  Bacon  & Co.  Ltd.” 

“To  this  they  assented,  and  the  dies  already  mutilated,  and  others  with  value  spaces  blank,  of  certain 
Colonies  were  used.” 

“This  printing  consists  of  the  prints  grouped  in  the  following  lists  in  black,  carmine,  vermilion,  orange, 
deep  blue,  yellow-green,  deep  green  and  violet,  known  in  the  trade  as  “the  8-colour  series.”  They  were 

printed  as  single  items,  and,  considering  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  made,  they  obviously  would  be  so 

printed.” 

“Only  two  copies  were  printed  of  each  specimen  in  black  and  two  copies  of  each  specimen  in  each  of  the 
colours  named.” 

“The  dealer  referred  to  died  some  years  ago,  and  the  two  sets  of  “the  8-colour  series”  have  probably 
been  by  this  time  dispersed  In  ditferent  directions,  being  of  course  on  the  same  footing  as  the  1902  reprints, 
the  only  difference  being  in  certain  of  the  colours.” 


Following  Mr.  Bond’s  letter  is  one  from  J.  Dunbar  Heath  from  which  we  quote  in  part: 

“Secondly,  regarding  the  copies  no  i being  talked  about,  which  Mr.  Bond  has  been  able  to  trade  as 
those  printed  for  a special  purpose,  not  postal,  about  1902,  of  which  the  (luantity  in  existence  is,  I think, 
comparatively  small,  their  value  should  appreciate  as  years  go  by,  as  there  is  no  reason  to  fear  that  any 
more  will  appear  on  the  market,  my  firm  having  no  intention  of  repeating  their  generosity  of  years  ago.  of 
which  advantage  has  been  taken  In  a way  they  never  intended. 

“Perkins,  Bacon  & Co.  have  never  sold  any  die  proofs,  either  original  or  copies — all  w ere  given  aw  ay 
years  ago  to  leading  philatelists,  the  copies  being  printed  by  special  request,  and  1 would  therefore  say,  but 
without  any  bitterness,  that  as  these  were  given  away  to  increase  the  pleasure  of  philatelists,  and  have. 
Incidentally,  enabled  many  collectors  to  see  copies  of  dies  which  they  would  otherwise  have  had  no  chance 
of  seeing,  except  at  great  cost.” 

About  the  time  of  these  letters  the  1929  prints  were  made  from  the  plates  and  given  to 
the  Royal  Philatelic  Society  as  described  by  Percy  de  Worms,  quoted  in  Journ.-m.  No.  12. 
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Essays  aiii(dl  Proofs  of  Cape  Triaegmlars 

The  South  African  Philatelist,  July  1946. 

I'he  “Essay  Proof  Journal”  of  April,  1946,  has  a lengthy  article  by  Henry  A.  Meyer 
and  Stephen  G.  Rich  on  the  essays  and  the  numerous  proofs  of  the  Cape  Triangulars.  In 
the  same  number  is  a catalogue  listing  of  them  by  I3r.  Clarence  W.  Brazer.  Or.  Brazer  s 
list  is  only  of  specimens  he  has  actually  seen,  and  some  are  mentioned  in  the  article  which 
do  not  find  a place  in  the  list. 

This  is  the  first  time  there  has  been  anything  like  a complete  account  of  these  essays 
and  proofs  brought  together  in  one  place. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  no  proofs  or  essays  of  the  “Woodblocks”  are  known  of  the 
period  of  issue,  but  the  various  “reprints”  are  here  given  as  “proofs.”  Essay-proof  usage 
accepts  printings  after  issue  and  after  demonetization  as  proofs  although  it  is  admitted  that 
some  special  term  should  be  devised  for  sucb  late  proofs.  Reprints  is  not  an  acceptable 
term,  as  that  has  come  to  mean  a printing  as  much  like  the  original  stamp  as  possible,  but 
made  to  sell  to  collectors  and  not  made  for  postal  use  like  a reissue.

Sir, 

May  I draw  your  attention  to  an  error  and  omission  in  the  article  on  the  Essays  and 
Proofs  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  Triangulars  which  appeared  in  your  April  issue. 

In  1932  a printing  was  made  from  the  stereo  plates  of  each  value.  T hrough  the 
kindness  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  I received  these,  also  some  pulls  from  the  original 
steel  dies. 

I believe  I am  correct  when  I take  the  following  from  your  page  80  to  refer  to 
these.  . . . 

“In  1932  a printing  of  one  more  sheet  in  black  from  each  plate  was  authorised.  Ac- 
cording to  Jurgens,  our  sole  source  of  detailed  information,  no  new  printing  was  made; 
some  of  the  1927  prints  were  found  in  the  Museum  print  shop;  two  of  these  were 

sent  out.” 

I have  no  means  of  checking  the  reference  to  the  S.  P.  A.  Journal  as  I do  not  know 
what  S.  P.  A.  stands  for  or  where  the  Journal  may  be  seen  but  I hope  you  will  permit 
me  to  authenticate  this  printing  which  is  now  the  property  of  the  British  Museum,  London, 
and  to  enable  tbe  authors  of  the  article  to  amend  their  list. 

I append  a copy  of  a letter  received  at  the  time  from  Dr.  E.  L.  Gill  then  Director 
of  the  South  African  Museum  covering  the  dispatch  to  me  of  the  printings.

In  our  article  on  Cape  of  Good  Hope  Triangulars  in  this  Journal,  April  1946  (No.  10) 
page  80,  we  state  that  one  of  the  presentation  cards  made  up  by  A.  Jurgens  with  the  1940 
or  1941  Woodblock  proofs,  was  in  the  collection  of  Albert  Schradzki.  We  now  learn  from 
Mr.  Schradzki  that  such  is  not  the  case:  that  he  does  not  own  one.  Accordingly,  there 
are  only  five  sets  in  North  America,  not  six. 

We  are  glad  to  make  this  correction,  the  more  so  as  the  original  statement  was  made 

on  a misunderstanding  of  certain  remarks  by  Mr.  Schradzki  himself and  we  trust 

that  his  hope  to  own  such  a set  may  become  a reality  before  be  is  much  older.

The  Cemteaiairy  Imtematioiial 

Philatelic  Exhibition 

To  commemorate  the  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  first  adhesive  postage  stamp,  the 
Post  Office  Department  will  issue  a special  souvenir  sheet  consisting  of  reproductions  of 
the  five  and  ten  cent  stamps  of  1847. 

According  to  present  plans,  the  two  stamps  will  be  in  the  center  of  the  sheet,  sur- 
rounded by  the  following  inscriptions:  at  the  top — “Under  the  authority/Postmaster 
General  Robert  E.  Hannegan”;  at  the  left — “Printed  by  / Treasury  Department  / 
Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing”;  at  the  right — “In  compliment  to  the  / Centenary 
International  Philatelic  Exhibition”;  across  the  bottom — “looth  Anniversary  / United 

States  Postage  Stamps  / New  York,  N.  Y.  17-25,  1947  / Plate  No.  ” The  sheet  will 

measure  3^  inches  by  2^  inches. 

The  colors  of  the  two  stamps  have  not  been  decided  upon,  but  they  will  not  be  the 
same  as  the  original  stamps;  thus  there  will  never  be  any  chance  of  the  commemoratives 
being  confused  with  the  1847  issue. 

The  following  philatelists  have  been  appointed  to  the  Executive  Committee  to  assume 
specific  duties  in  connection  with  the  exhibition;  Major  Pihl,  hotel  reservations;  John  J. 
Britt,  information  desk  at  the  show;  Dr.  Edward  J.  Chickering,  school  participation; 
John  Boyce,  historian;  also  Henry  Abt  and  Thomas  D.  Perry. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  decided  upon  admission  fees  as  follows:  Season  passes 
will  cost  $5  ; single  admissions,  50  cents.  School  children,  when  accompanied  by  a teacher 
during  specified  hours,  will  be  admitted  for  15  cents;  children’s  admission  at  other  hours 
will  be  25  cents.  All  charges  are  exclusive  of  tax,  which  amount  will  have  to  be  paid  in 
addition. 

A great  degree  of  success  will  depend  upon  the  extent  to  which  collectors  back  the 
International  show  by  becoming  members  of  the  Association  for  Stamp  Exhibitions.  At  the 
present  time,  according  to  Max  G.  Johl,  Treasurer,  memberships  are  far  behind  expecta- 
tions. The  show  needs  at  least  5000  more  members  who  will  pay  $2  for  1947  dues.  Ten 
dollars  will  pay  for  a five-year  Honor  Roll  Membership  and  a Season  Pass  to  the  Centenary 
International  Philatelic  Exhibition,  as  well  as  any  other  exhibitions  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Association  for  Stamp  Exhibitions  during  the  period  of  the  membership.  There  is 
also  a Life  IMembership  for  $25.00.  Membership  subscriptions  should  be  sent  to  the 
Executive  Secretary,  22  East  35  Street,  New  ^ ork  16,  N.  N. 

A call  has  gone  out  for  volunteers  who  are  fluently  conversant  with  foreign  languages. 
A translation  committee  is  being  formed  by  1.  Reiner,  but  letters  are  being  received  from 
all  parts  of  the  world  in  many  languages,  and  a large  staff  Is  required  to  assist  In  reading 
and  answering  them,  ^'he  greatest  need  is  for  persons  who  can  read  and  write  b rench, 
German,  Spanish  and  Portugese.

Its  Essays  and  Proofs 

By  George  W.  Caldwell,  E.  P.  S.  318

Miscellaeeoiiis  Essays  1880^1910 

During  the  closing  years  of  the  nineteenth  century,  and  in  the  early  part  of  the  twenti- 
eth, we  note  considerable  activity  among  artists  of  various  levels  of  proficiency,  in  an  effort 
to  produce  stamp  designs  that  would  be  truly  representative  of  Switzerland,  and  that  would 
meet  with  favor  in  the  eyes  of  the  public.  Naturally,  much  of  this  activity  was  due  to  the 
Essay  Contest  of  1901. Nick  Augustin,  writing  in  the  Helvetia  B ulletm,{^^)  states 
“there  were  about  500  sketches  submitted  in  this  contest  by  close  to  300  artists.”  For  a 
nation  so  small  geographically  as  Switzerland,  this  response  seems  almost  incredible.  It 
seems  strange  also  that  among  such  a large  number  of  essays,  none  were  found  worthy  of 
use  at  the  time.  According  to  Augustin,  the  Department  “eventually  purchased  almost  all” 
these  designs;  but,  unfortunately  these  do  not  appear  to  have  been  philatelically  recorded, 
unless  some  of  those  we  treat  under  the  present  caption  belong  to  that  group.

Mmutiger  Essay 

Rudolf  Monger,  of  Paris,  has  endeared  himself  to  philatelists  throughout  the  world  by 
his  magnificent  work  on  the  Heraldic  Series  of  Pro  Juventute  stamps.  His  outstanding 
artistry  is  further  exemplified  in  his  treatment  of  the  Standing  Helvetia  composition.  With- 
out adding  materially  to  the  main  features  of  that  official  design.  Monger  produced  an  essay 
(Fig.  28)  of  far  greater  artistic  merit.  Just  why  the  Department  failed  to  use  this  essay 
remains  to  be  discovered.  By  conjecture,  we  might  presume  this  to  have  been  due  to  the 
similarity,  in  composition,  to  that  of  the  issued  stamp. 

This  essay  is  illustrated  in  Zumstein  but  no  details  are  given. 

Girardet  Essay 

A totally  different  arrangement  of  the  Standing  Helvetia  design-features  is  seen  in  an 
essay  (Fig.  29)  submittetl  by  Max  Girardet,  recess  printer  of  Bern.  I'he  artist  not  only 
rearranged  the  design,  he  also  substituted  a fasces  for  the  spear.  Dictionaries  define  a 
fasces  as  a symbol  of  authority,  but  it  is  obvious  that  the  artist  meant  to  symbolize  the 
twenty-two  autonomous  states  of  Switzerland  closely  and  firmly  bound  together  in  a Fed- 
eral Union.

This  essay  is  found  in  two  denominations:  lO  Centimes  and  25  Centimes.  These  were 
intaglio  printed  from  plates — probably  of  100  subjects.  Proofs  tend  to  indicate  that  the 
original  die  was  etched,  although  some  hand-engraving  may  have  been  done. 

According  to  the  record, (^)  the  plates  together  with  the  25  Centimes  essays  were 
purchased  by  the  Department.  The  10  Centimes  essays,  on  the  other  hand,  were  sold  to 
collectors. 

These  essays  are  known  in  various  colors  and  on  several  weights  of  cardboard  as  well 
as  on  white  wove  paper.

Cross  and  Figure  of  Value 

This  essay  (Fig.  30)  should  not  be  confused  with  the  issued  stamp  (Scott’s  design  A19) 
which  is  known  by  this  name.  The  general  design  of  the  essay  parallels  that  of  the  issued 
stamp  but  the  several  features  are  very  much  altered.  It  would  seem  that  the  artist  was 
simply  attempting  to  provide  a design  that  would  improve  the  then  current  stamp.  His 
failure  to  accomplish  this  aim  is  obvious. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  this  essay  had  anything  to  do  with  the  processing  of  the 
approved  design.  Furthermore,  aside  from  its  being  pictured  in  Zumstein,  documentation 
is  lacking. 


The  Oath  of  Ruetli,  or  more  specifically  the  swearing  to  the  Pact  of  Independence (^2) 
is  in  the  same  category  as  our  Declaration  of  Independence — it  started  Switzerland  on  its 
way  as  an  independent  nation. 

This  essay  (Fig.  31)  depicts  three  men,  with  upraised  right  hands,  swearing  to  the 
“Pact.”  These  represent  Werner  Stauffacher  of  Schwyz,  Walter  Fuerst  of  Uri,  and 
Arnold  von  Melchtal  of  Unterwalden,  delegates  from  their  respective  Cantons.  This 
vignette  was  copied  from  a fresco,  in  the  Tell  Chapel,  painted  by  Ernst  Stuckelberg  (or 
Stickleberger ) . It  has  been  recorded  (•’^'^)  that  the  work  of  this  artist  on  the  Tell  Chapel 
frescos  in  1880-1882  brought  him  national  renown.

The  frame  of  this  essay  is  almost  an  exact  duplication  of  the  Libertas  Essay,  so 
much  so,  that  at  first  glance,  one  might  consider  it  as  having  been  a transfer  from  that 
essay. 

All  copies  seen  by  the  author  have  large  margins,  indicating  their  having  been  printed 
from  a single  die.  Indications  of  intaglio  etching  and  also  hand  engraving  are  present. 
They  have  been  noted  in  several  colors  on  light-weight,  well-calendered  cardboard.

William  and  Walter  Tell 

Mention  of  Ruetli  brings  to  mind  the  contemporary  legendary  character,  William  Tell 
and  the  “apple”  episode.  Both  the  founding  of  the  Swiss  Republic,  on  that  memorable 
night,  in  the  meadow  of  Ruetli;  and  the  “Apple  Drama”  were  motivated  by  the  one  force: 
tyranny  on  the  part  of  the  Austrian  bailiffs  or  middle-men.  It  was  against  this  tyranny 
that  the  people  of  the  three  Forest  Cantons  declared  their  independence  and  set  up  the 
first  permanent  Swiss  League — the  beginning  of  Switzerland  as  a nation. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  understand  Tell’s  refusal  to  salute  the  tyrant  Gessler’s  cap;  legend 
portrays  Tell  as  a man  of  great  strength,  and  fearless;  hardly  the  type  to  humble  himself 
by  publicly  acknowledging  the  authority  of  such  a hated  character  as  Gessler. 

One  of  the  artists  of  the  period  under  discussion  used  this  legendary  character  and  his 
son,  Walter,  in  a vignette  for  his  essay  (Fig.  32). 

H ere  we  see  the  two  famous  characters  walking  along  the  road.  Tell  with  his  ever- 
present cross-bow  slung  across  his  shoulder,  holding  his  son  by  the  hand.  In  imagination, 
one  might  visualize  this  scene  as  having  taken  place  just  prior  to  the  eventful  episode  in 
which  Tell’s  courage — very  outstanding,  according  to  legend — was  put  to  an  extreme  test.

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Tlie  Tell  Cliapel  Essay 

Monuments,  statues  and  various  memorials  constantly  remind  the  Swiss  of  their 
legendary  hero.  One  of  the  most  pretentious  of  these,  perhaps,  is  the  Tell  Chapel  erected 
on  the  shore  of  Lake  Lucerne  at  a spot,  according  to  legend,  where  Tell  landed  after  leap- 
ing from  the  boat  on  which,  as  a captive,  he  was  being  taken  to  his  incarceration. 

An  essay  (Fig.  33)  recently  acquired  by  the  author,  depicts  this  chapel,  the  lake,  and, 
as  a back-drop,  the  Uristock  Peak,  a scene  almost  identical  with  that  shown  on  the  1938 
National  Festival  Stamp  (Scott’s  design  SP87) — the  angle  of  view  differs  slightly.  In 
view  of  this  similarity,  one  might  hazard  the  guess  that  this  vignette  was  used  as  a model 
in  designing  the  semi-postal. 

This  is  a large  die-essay,  typographed  in  deep  orange-vermillion,  on  thin,  white,  verti- 
cal laid  paper.  The  die  apparently  was  etched. 

The  style  of  art  used  for  the  frame  and  the  legends,  suggests  the  possibility  that  this 
essay  was  designed  during  the  latter  part  of  the  nineteenth  century;  and  accordingly,  we 
tentatively  include  it  in  the  grouping  under  immediate  discussion. 


Tlie  WiMsclnut  Essay 

In  the  lower  part  of  the  frame  of  this  essay,  appears  the  name  H.  Wildschut  which  we 
use  in  the  absence  of  a more  definite  designation.  We  presume  this  to  be  the  name  of  either 
the  designer  or  the  engraver. 

Fortunately,  with  this  essay,  we  are  in  position  to  illustrate  the  several  steps  in  pro- 
duction from  rough  preliminary  sketches  to  the  finished  work. 

It  is  common  practice,  in  many  instances,  for  artists  to  sketch,  in  more  or  less  crude 
form,  one  or  more  designs  in  an  effort  to  “hit  upon”  an  idea  worthy  of  development.  Three 
such  sketches  (Figs.  34,  35  and  36)  used  in  developing  the  Wildschut  Essay  are  in  the

author’s  collection.  Two  of  these  (Figs.  34  and  35)  are  practically  the  same,  one  being 
merely  preliminary  to  the  other.  A third  sketch  (Fig.  36)  shows  considerable  modifica- 
tion, although  retaining  much  of  the  basic  design  of  the  other  two. 

Further  “experimenting”  can  be  seen  in  Figure  35.  In  the  right  panel,  the  word 
Franco  appears,  whereas  the  corresponding  panel  at  the  left  contains  a row  of  stars;  the 
figure  of  value  in  the  lower  left  corner  is  colorless  while  the  other  three  are  in  solid  color. 

The  vignettes  of  these  sketches  were  copied  from  the  coinage  of  the  period,  the  stand- 
ing female  figure  appearing  on  the  silver  coins,  and  the  Liberty  head  on  the  coins  of  20 
Centimes  and  less. 


The  final  model,  carefully  drawn  for  the  engraver’s  use,  is  shown  in  F'igure  37;  and 
an  impression  from  the  finished  die  is  illustrated  by  Figure  38.  A comparison  of  these  two 
shows  further  design  changes,  probably  initiated  by  the  engraver.  It  should  be  borne  in 
mind  that  engravers  likewdse  are  artists. 

The  die  impression  shows  indications  of  both  etching  and  hand-engraving.  The  copy 
in  the  author’s  collection  is  in  black  on  white  cardboard  of  medium  weight. 

Plate  impressions — size  of  plate  not  known — are  found  in  several  colors.  The  design 
of  these  is  the  same  size  as  the  die  impression — 27^^  x 33^  mm. 

Obviously  this  essay  was  too  large  for  use  as  a postal-adhesive  stamp,  a fact  that 
appears  to  have  been  observed  at  the  time.  Hence  a cliche  (Fig.  39)  of  smaller  size — ■ 
18F2  X 22F2  mm. — was  made  and  die  essays  in  several  colors  pulled.

This  cliche  checks  exactly,  even  to  the  finest  lines,  with  the  larger  design,  thus  proving 
that  the  reduction  was  made  by  a photographic  process.

With  the  possible  exception  of  the  Tell  Chapel  essay,  none  of  the  designs  discussed  in 
this  section  progressed  beyond  the  essay  stage. 


AUTHOR’S  NOTE  : Documentation  of  peculiar  interest  to  the  essay-proof  student  concerning  the  regu- 
lar postal-adhesive  issues  subsequent  to  those  we  have  discussed,  does  not  appear  to  be  available  ; nor,  appar- 
ently, are  essays  and  proofs  of  such  issues  in  private  ownership.  In  view  of  these  circumstances,  the  author 
believes  it  to  be  in  the . interest  of  our  readers  to  defer  temporarily  a discussion  of  such  issues.  The  next 
instalment  of  this  monograph  therefore,  will  begin  the  treatment  of  Postal  Adhesives — Special.

A Confuisioii  in  tlie  1946  Scott  U*  S,  Csitalog 

In  the  1946  Scott  Catalog  of  U.  S.,  a date  of  first  use,  Aug.  20,  1861,  has  been 
ascribed  to  the  24c  Essay  or  “Premiere  Gravure’’  of  that  year.  No.  60. 

Examination  of  a very  clear  photograph  of  the  cover  whence  this  date  was  taken,  lent 
by  the  owner,  H.  C.  Brooks  of  Michigan,  show's  that  the  stamp  is  not  No.  58,  the  essay 
at  all.  It  has  the  characteristics  of  the  regular  issue:  the  etched  shading  in  the  ovals 
carrying  the  numerals  of  value.  It  is  therefore  the  regular  issue.  No.  70,  but  in  an 
unusually  bright  purple  color.  We  are  assured  that  the  stamp  is  of  the  very  bright  purple 
which  was  called  “violet”  when  the  1861  Essays  were  first  listed.  The  term  today  means  a 
much  more  bluish  color. 

The  date,  Aug.  20,  1861  applies  to  No.  70,  the  regular  issue  24c,  and  the  price  for  a 
used  copy,  plus  listing  in  bright  purple,  wfith  this  date  of  first  issue  recorded  for  that 
color  only,  should  be  entered  by  you  in  your  catalog  if  you  wish  to  he  correct.  S.  (E  R.

On  most  U.  S.  stamps  and  proofs  produced  by  the  private  bank  note  engravers  from 
1845  to  1893  may  be  found  pin  point  “position  dots”  of  color  for  90  out  of  lOO  positions  in 
each  pane.  The  Bureau  of  Engraving  & Printing  generally  now  locate  these  dots  in  solid 
color  and  they  are  thus  hidden.  Similar  dots  may  occasionally  he  found  with  the  marginal 
plate  numbers  and  imprints.  They  are  not  to  be  found  on  die  proofs,  hence  are  one  method 
of  identification  of  plate  proofs  not  having  ample  margins. 

As  the  transfer  roll  relief  of  the  stamp  engraving  is  on  the  underside  of  the  roll  when 
rocked  into  the  plate,  it  is  impossible  for  the  transferer,  or  siderographer  as  anciently 
named,  to  locate  accurately  any  transfer  on  a plate  without  a position  dot  being  previously 
applied.  It  is  customary  to  rule  the  soft  steel  plate  with  accurately-spaced,  very  faintly- 
scratched  horizontal  and  vertical  guide  lines  so  spaced  that  the  100  or  200  entries  will 
align.  These  guide  lines  are  generally  burnished  off  the  plate  before  completion.  From 
1845  to  1893,  where  these  lines  crossed,  a fine  point  would  he  deeply  pressed  into  the  plate 
by  hand,  and  thus  these  dots  vary  in  size  and  are  not  always  accurately  placed  at  the 
intersections  of  the  guide  lines,  thus  causing  inaccurate  alignment  on  the  plate. 

The  narrow  transfer  roll,  with  the  longer  dimension  of  the  stamp  design  parallel 
with  its  circumference  in  hardened  relief,  is  mounted  on  a horizontal  shaft  and  to  one 
side  of  the  shaft  is  attached  a siderographic  pin,  so  that  the  pin  may  fit  into  the  dots  on  the 
plate,  located  about  4.5  mm  to  the  side  of  the  stamp  design,  generally  at  the  horizontal 
center  of  each  stamp.  The  siderographic  pin  is  dropped  into  the  position  dot  and  the 
pressure  then  applied  to  rock  the  relief  into  the  plate. 

The  dot  generally  prints  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  stamp  design  and  thus  may  he 
found  on  all  designs  from  the  second  to  the  tenth  vertical  rows  of  ordinary  vertical  stamps. 
No  dots  will  he  found  on  stamps  in  the  first  vertical  row  and  the  dot  for  locating  the  tenth 
vertical  row  prints  on  blank  paper.  Thus  90%  of  these  plate  proofs,  or  stamps,  should 
show  the  position  dots. 
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However,  Toppan,  Carpenter,  Casilear  and  Co.  for  the  1851-1860  issues  used  three 
(or  more)  reliefs  on  a roll,  hence  only  one  horizontal  row  of  dots,  generally  found  in  the 
upper  right  hand  corner  of  alternate  rows,  was  required  for  each  two  rows.  The  first 
relief  could  also  be  lightly  settled  into  the  next  entry  above  as  a guide  and  thus  the  second 
and  third  reliefs  could  be  accurately  spaced.  This  procedure  therefore  made  the  previous 
entry  from  the  third  relief  a combination  entry  from  tbe  first  and  third  reliefs. 

Plate  Nuoiber  amd  Imprint  Position  Dots 

After  the  plate  is  fully  entered  with  all  the  designs,  similar  dots  must  he  applied  to 
accurately  place  the  plate  numbers  and  imprints.  Sometimes  these  dots  for  the  top  or  left 
side  entries  are  located  in  the  previously  entered  stamp  designs.  Those  for  bottom  or 
right  side  entries  may  be  found  on  blank  paper.  On  the  first  series  of  plates  for  the  1870 
issue  by  the  National  Bank  Note  Co.  with  the  first  type  of  imprint  of  white  letters  and 
rounded  end  label  (Plates  No.  i to  No.  23),  plate  number  position  dots  were  placed  in  the 
top  center  of  the  colorless  oval  about  the  vignette  of  top  row  positions  L2  and  R8  as 
fully  described  in  the  author’s  article  “Dot  in  Top  of  Oval  Variety”  in  the  American 
Philatelist  for  May  1934.  This  dot  is  listed  in  Scott’s  U.  S.  Catalog  for  the  12  cents  stamp 
No.  1 51  but  not  for  the  other  stamps  in  this  series.  As  there  was  only  one  plate  made 
for  the  90  cents  stamps  issued  from  1870  to  1888,  the  plate  number  position  dot  may  be 
found  on  all  90  cents  bank  note  company  stamps,  in  the  top  center  of  the  oval  rope  sur- 
rounding the  vignette.  These  plate  number  dots  are  quite  rare  on  N.  B.  N.  Co.  proofs  and 
stamps  as  they  occur  only  once  in  each  100.  Bertram  E.  Giesecke  has  recently  found  a dot, 
which  I identify  as  “a  plate  number  position  dot,”  on  position  91  of  the  1936  3 cents  Texas 
Centennial  stamp,  located  in  the  center  of  the  left  corner  3 near  the  lower  center  of  the 
colorless  square. 

I have  also  found  “plate  number  dots”  in  the  top  centers  of  the  1869  issue,  i cent  to 
12  cents,  in  top  row  positions  L9  and  R2.  On  the  i cent  it  occurs  in  center  of  the  top 
pearl  of  the  circlet  and  on  the  other  values  about  2mm.  below  the  top  center  of  the  stamp 
design,  being  under  the  period  after  “No.”  On  the  i cent  to  12  cents  stamps  the  “imprint 
dot”  falls  between  positions  5 and  6 and  would  probably  be  cut  away  by  perforations. 

On  the  1869  15  cents  to  90  cents  bi-color  stamps  the  “imprint  dots”  are  located  in  the 
top  center  of  top  row  positions  2 and  9,  and  the  “plate  number  dots”  in  the  gutters  between 
positions  4 and  5,  and  6 and  7,  in  the  top  rows.  These  dots  have  all  been  located  by 
studying  top  rows  of  India  paper  plate  proofs  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  locate  plate  po- 
sitions from  studying  single  stamps.  The  guide  lines  in  both  colors  on  the  hi-color  stamps 
are  located  at  the  right  side  and  on  the  horizontal  center  of  the  stamp  designs,  and  as  they 
were  not  burnished  off  the  plates  they  are  easily  seen  on  nearly  all  of  these  1869  proofs 
and  stamps. 


A 1934  Essay  of  Great  Britaiii 

In  The  Stamp  Lover,  London,  August-September  1946,  the  Editors,  L.  N.  and  M. 
Williams  publish  an  article  with  this  title.  It  is  illustrated  with  an  imperforate  block  of 
four  of  the  1912  ip.  printed  in  photogravure  by  Harrison  & Sons,  Ltd.  This  firm  “at 
that  time  first  used  the  photogravure  method  for  British  stamps.  Numerous  trials  and 
experiments  tvere  made  before  the  stamps  were  ready  for  issue,  but  owing  to  the  strict- 
ness of  the  Post  Office  supervision  the  details  of  those  experiments  have,  until  now,  remained 
a secret  as  far  as  philatelists  are  concerned.”  “The  only  modification  [of  the  1912  design] 
is  that  the  background  behind  the  King’s  head,  and  in  other  parts  of  the  stamp,  is  solid 
instead  of  lined  [engraved]  ! The  colour  in  which  this  essay  is  printed  is  slightly  deeper 
than  that  used  for  the  issued  id.” 

“I'he  other  specimens  shown  us  were  the  ip^d.  value,  printed  in  royal  blue,  deep  grey- 
green,  and  bright  orange-vermilion.  It  is  noteworthy  that  all  these  colours  trials,  as  well 
as  the  id.  essay,  are  printed  on  the  normal  watermarked  paper  (G  v R block)  and  are 
gummed,  but  imperforate.”  M.  L.  Rosen  acciuiretl  them  from  a retired  high  official  of 
the  Post  Office,  who  was  presented  with  them.” 
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Proofs  at  Royal  Pliilatelic  Society 


Recently  the  “Royal”  has  been  holding;  T.  T.”  meetings  from  three  to  five  o’clock 
in  the  afternoons.  The  “T.  T.  T.”  meeting  on  Jan.  17,  1946  followed  a regular  5 o’clock 
meeting  on  Jan.  3,  and  was  attended  by  60  members  and  10  guests.  Thirty  members 
displayed  600  pages  from  their  collections  and  of  these  eleven  exhibits  included  essays 
and  proofs,  which  are  generally  mentioned  in  the  detailed  reports  of  the  showings.  Among 
the  exhibitors  at  this  meeting  was  our  member  Perry  H.  Windsor  who  displayed  from 
his  Canada  collection,  early  stamps  and  normal  color  proofs  of  the  1897  Jubilee  issue.  He 
also  showed  United  States  die  and  plate  proofs  of  the  1847  issue. 

In  their  back  cover  advertisement,  H.  R.  Harmer,  London,  feature  the  New  York 
realizations  of  U.  S.  die  proofs  from  the  Roosevelt  Collection.  London  Philatelist, 
March,  1946. 

At  the  Royal  Philatelic  Society,  London  meeting  on  Feb.  28,  1946,  L.  T.  Vowles 
displayed  Newfoundland  Air  Mails,  including  “die  proofs  of  all  values — illustrating  the 
differences  in  the  dies  used  for  each  value.”  He  also  exhibited  “all  brown  colour  trials 
and  tests  for  a paper  more  suitable  than  that  originally  used.” 

H.  C.  V.  Adams  exhibited  the  igoi  Issue  of  Greece,  including  “material  which  was 
probably  impossible  to  duplicate.  In  addition,  there  had  been  given  the  philatelic  history 
of  the  stamps  from  their  inception  up  to  their  issue.  The  original  die  proofs  in  their 
various  stages  were  very  fine  and  we  have  seen  one  of  the  most  absorbing  issues  of  the 
20th  Century.” 


The  fifth  “T.  T.  T.”  meeting  from  3:00  to  5:00  P.  M.,  February  14,  1946  was 
attended  by  55  members  and  7 visitors;  21  members.  Exhibits  are  reported  in  detail  and 
of  these  there  are  6 detailed  reports  of  proofs  included  in  the  displays  of  Central  and 
South  America.

1900  issue  die  proofs;  Capt.  Lance  E.  Hall  brought  Chile  P.  B.  Sc  Co.  issues  including  plate 
proofs  in  black;  D.  H.  Jackson  exhibited  Argentine  imperforate  proofs  of  the  1910  Cen- 
tenary of  the  Republic  issue;  E.  A.  C.  Pratt  demonstrated  Argentine  the  Rivadavici  plate 
proofs  in  color  on  card  and  the  1873  die  proofs  in  color  by  the  National  Bank  Note  Co., 
New  York. 

The  sixth  “T.  T.  T.”  meeting  on  March  14,  1946  was  devoted  to  Asia  and  21  ex- 
hibits are  reported  in  detail;  of  these  the  reports  single  out  essays  and  proofs  for  mention 
in  7 of  the  exhibits.  Gordon  P.  Bailey  had  a fine  display  of  Ceylon  first  issue  die  and 
plate  proofs  in  black,  with  an  interesting  Ionian  Islands  1858  die  proof — the  head  being  the 
same  as  used  for  the  Ceylon  first  issue  4P,  8p,  9P,  is,  9p,  and  2s. ; N.  Caiman  showed  Ceylon 
first  issue  die  and  plate  proofs  in  black  and  also  India  essays  for  the  anna  and  the  i 
anna;  H.  B.  R.  Clarke  presented  China  1888  imperforate  gummed  essay  sheet  of  two  panes 
of  3 cards  mauve  overprinted  in  red  for  use  in  Eormosa  and  a part  sheet  of  5 cards  olive- 
yellow  essay;  F.  L.  Davis  exposed  an  attractive  selection  of  Sarawak  1869  lithographic 
proofs  for  3c  in  colors  and  1875  lithographic  proofs  of  the  2c,  4c,  6c,  8c  and  I2c;  L.  E. 
Dawson  exhibited  India  1854  essays  of  the  blue  heads  and  red  frames  of  the  4 anna 
lithographed  issue  including  the  earliest  known  state  of  the  head  Die  1;  Michael  Manning 
set  forth  for  inspection  India  1854  4 anna  die  proof  and  essays  for  Y2  anna  in  black  and 
blue  with  various  proofs;  Charles  Williams  produced  Ceylon  first  type  die  and  plate 
proofs  in  black.

Chambers  Stamp  Journal,  July  8,  1946,  publishes  in  the  “Washington  Notes”  by  Wil- 
liam M.  Stuart,  (who  is  the  new  President  of  the  Collectors  Club  of  Washington, 
D.  C.)  under  a leading  title  “Low  Cost  Die  Proof  Talk  Not  Apt  to  IVIaterialize.” 
The  author,  who  apparently  is  not  wise  to  the  great  demand  by  advanced  collectors 
for  proofs,  states:  “A  movement  to  have  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  furnish  die 
proofs  of  United  States  stamps  to  sell  at  minimum  prices  should  not  be  taken  seriously. 
M any  [?]  philatelists  believe,  [sic]  and  with  justification,  the  Bureau  would  unquestion- 
ably oppose  such  a proposition.  Die  proofs  are  printed  one  at  a time  by  hand  press,  great 
care  being  exercised  in  the  process.  There  could  be  no  mass  production,  hence  no  low  cost.” 
The  author  does  not  seem  to  know  that  for  several  years  the  Bureau  has  printed  die  proofs 
of  large  engravings  of  the  Presidents  and  sells  them  to  collectors  for  25  cents  each! 

We  quote  further  from  the  reporter’s  Notes: 

“Die  proofs  are  not  stamps,  just  proofs,  and  many  [ ?]  collectors  believe  [sic]  they 
have  no  place  in  collections.” 

Most  prize-winning  stamp  collections  in  national  exhibitions  all  over  the  world,  usually 
display  proofs  to  prove  their  “philatelic  knowledge”  and  studies  of  the  stamps.  In  no 
other  way  can  the  historical  background  of  a stamp  be  shown,  as  by  including  essays  and 
proofs,  not  to  stress  the  interest  and  beauty  thus  added  to  a collection.  That  most  advanced 
collectors  appreciate  the  desirability  and  do  include  proofs  in  their  collections,  is  apparent 
from  recent  exhibitions  at  the  Royal  Philatelic  Society,  London,  as  reported  elsewhere  in 
this  Journal  from  the  London  Philatelist.  Of  30  exhibits,  proofs  are  reported  in  detail 
in  at  least  ii  displays.  The  high  prices  realized  by  the  strong  demand  for  rare  die  proofs 
at  the  recent  Roosevelt  sale  refutes  the  reporter’s  belief  that  die  proofs  are  not  wanted  by 
collectors.  Many  more  will  include  them  when  they  can  he  obtained  reasonably. 

The  proposed  bill  sponsored  by  the  Essay  Proof  Society,  as  published  in  the  July 
Journal  was  introduced  on  July  ii  in  the  House  of  Representatives  as  a “Resolution”  by 
H on.  Claire  Boothe  Luce.  We  are  informed  that  if  Sec.  4 is  eliminated  that  it  will  not  be 
strongly  opposed  by  the  Bureau.  This  section  was  included  only  because  a similar  section 
is  contained  in  the  Regulations  for  Proof  Coins  upon  which  our  hill  was  based,  and  we  have 
no  objection  to  its  elimination. 

Due  to  its  late  introduction  this  Resolution  did  not  come  upon  the  floor  of  the  House 
for  discussion  before  adjournment  of  the  recent  Congress.  We  expect  it  will  be  reintro- 
duced at  the  next  Congress,  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate,  where  we  hope  it  may  not 
become  a political  discussion,  based  upon  the  late  President  Roosevelt’s  proofs,  as  has  been 
reported.

Egypt  long  has  been  one  of  the  top  favorites  of  American  collectors,  and  the  publi- 
cation of  the  1946  edition  of  the  Zeheri  catalogue,  the  first  since  the  war  began,  is  a 
contribution  of  major  philatelic  importance.  Because  of  printing  and  paper  restrictions 
only  200  were  published,  and  of  these  24  were  allocated  to  the  United  States  and  arrived. 
An  examination  reveals  not  only  the  wide  scope  of  philatelic  possibilities  of  Egyptian  stamps, 
but  also  the  high  prices  these  stamps  are  commanding  in  Egypt. 

I'he  hook  is  a combination  handbook  and  catalogue,  for  it  lists  every  known  major  and 
minor  variety,  hundreds  of  which  are  not  listed  by  Scott,  hut  which  are  recognized  by 
Egyptian  specialists.  It  also  illustrates,  lists  and  prices  essays,  proofs  and  military  stamps 
and  the  Suez  Canal  issues.

Meetinjt  of  October  9,  1946.  Members  present,  Altman,  Blanchard,  Bloch,  Brazer,  Coopersmith,  Gros, 
Holton,  Morris,  Smeltzer,  Wray,  Zervas ; visitors,  Elliott  Perry,  Marcus  White. 

The  feature  exhibit  of  the  evening  was  by  President  Smeltzer,  who  showed  two  volumes  of  his  prize 
winning  collection  of  essays  and  proofs  of  U.  S.  Departments,  which  is  practically  complete.  The  exhibit 
included  the  very  rare  I^.  O.  D.  die  essays  in  all  rive  colors,  these  having  the  same  vignettes  as  the  accepted 
designs  for  all  other  departments  but  different  frames;  large  and  small  die  proofs  on  India,  card  proofs, 
hybrids  (an  India  proof  cut  to  size  and  mounted  on  card  to  resemble  a large  die  proof),  blocks  of  four  on 
India,  “Specimens,”  the  Goodall  trial  color  die  proofs  on  India  in  all  rive  colors,  and  the  Atlanta  trial  color 
proofs  complete  in  blocks  of  four,  except  the  2,  5,  10  and  20  dollar  values  of  the  State  Department,  which 
were  complete  in  singles,  believed  to  be  one  of  two  complete  sets  in  existence;  card  proofs  of  the  dollar  values, 
with  a two  dollar  signed  by  Charles  Skinner  and  initialed  by  T.  F.  Morris,  Sr.,  the  designer;  complete  sheets 
of  ten  of  all  four  dollar  values  on  India  paper  with  imprint  and  plate  number;  and  the  only  known  plate 
strips  of  rive  of  the  2,  5 and  20  dollar  values  with  inverted  centers  and  with  imprints,  the  10  dollar  being 
unknown.  There  was  also  shown  the  Grant  letter  sheet  of  1886,  together  with  a large  die  proof  initialed  by 
the  designer  Thomas  F.  Alorris,  Sr. 

Dr.  Blanchard  showed  a small  collection  of  Civil  War  patriotics  and  bank  notes  with  the  same  vig- 
nettes, illustrating  the  fact  that  many  of  the  designs  used  on  these  patriotics  were  taken  from  the  pre-exist- 
ing bank  notes,  being  reproduced  by  lithography  for  the  patriotics. 

Herbert  Bloch,  through  the  courtesy  of  H.  R.  Harmer,  showed  some  very  interesting  foreign  essays  and 
proofs,  including  Aitutaki,  Canada,  New  Zealand,  and  Ceylon. 


Meeting  of  November  3,  1946.  Members  present,  Altman,  Blanchard,  Brazer,  Bloch,  Gros,  Ehren- 
berg,  Holton,  Morris,  Rasmussen,  Rosell,  Smeltzer;  visitors,  Sol  Glass,  Colin  ]\IcR.  Makepeace,  Elliott 
Perry,  Carl  Pelander,  and  Charles  Rosell,  recently  returned  from  service  with  the  U.  S.  Army  in  China. 

Frank  Rosell  showed  a large  card  depicting  the  Albany  Relief  Bazaar  dated  February  22,  1864.  He 
also  showed  a sheet  of  specimen  grills  of  the  1870’s  signed  by  officials  who  operated  the  machine,  and  by 
A.  D.  Hazen,  Third  Assistant  Postmaster  General.  A reproduction  of  this  sheet,  he  said,  was  to  be  incor- 
porated in  the  forthcoming  book  by  the  Petershams  entitled  “100  Years  of  American  Stamps”;  and  he  took 
occasion  to  tell  us  something  about  the  preparation  of  this  book,  which  was  further  illustrated  from  his  own 
collection,  and  said  he  would  undertake  to  have  the  authors  address  our  Chapter  concerning  the  book,  as  they 
had  previously  done  for  the  Fort  Orange  Stamp  Club  in  Albany. 

Dr.  Brazer  showed  an  old  time  French  collection  of  Spanish  essays  and  proofs,  telegraphs,  counterfeits, 
and  fiscals,  1857  to  1899,  mostly  cataloged  by  Galvez,  and  also  illustrated  by  Moens  Catalog  in  1883. 
Herbert  Bloch  assisted  by  his  knowledge  of  French  in  explaining  some  of  the  notations. 

Andrew  Rasmussen  showed  an  interesting  old  book,  of  which  only  60  copies  were  printed  (about  1820), 
on  the  counterfeiting  of  notes  of  the  Bank  of  England  and  on  proposals  for  the  prevention  of  counterfeiting. 
It  contained  specimens  of  the  engraving  work  of  the  Americans,  Asa  Spencer,  Charles  Toppan  and  Gideon 

Fairman,  among  others.  He  also  showed  an  album  of  miscellaneous  engravings  and  vignettes,  some  being 

by  the  British  American  Bank  Note  Co. 

Dr.  Blanchard  exhibited  an  unusual  collection,  not  yet  mounted,  of  U.  S.  notes  and  die  proofs  of  the 
vignettes  used  on  these  notes,  together  with  a few  examples  of  foreign  notes  with  matching  vignettes. 

The  meeting  was  closed  with  an  exhibit  by  Bob  Holton  of  some  bank  notes  of  1825  with  the  Jocelyn 

imprint.
